CONDITION OF WINTER GRAIN. 



An AdvMOC of One Point DiirliiK tli«- 
Month of April— No State Average Vrnt 
than Mnoty-Three— EA>«t of tho Front. 
Small Frolt Dawacod — Othw Dl«- 
patetaM from tha KAtloaal Capital. 
Wasiiixoton. May 11,— The condition 
of winter jjn-ain on the Ist of May is re- 
portf'd by tlic statistician of the depart- 
ment of agriculture as follows: Whuit, 
97.9; rye, 97.2; barley, 96.9. This is an 
adTance in wheat of ons point during 
April, and of ([uite as mncn in r>'e. A 
gain in wheat is reported in New York, 
in some of tile souiiiern stati«s, in Michi- 
gan, ami sli;;lii iniprovenKnit in Illinois, 
Missouri and some other states. The 
nnifonnitj of condition is somewhat re- 
markable, no state aTstaga behig lower 
than 98. 

The condition of mowing lands is also 
high, averaging 97, ranging from !»() to 
100. The average for spring piisture is 
98, ranging from to HK), except a 
drop in Utah to s<i, and in New Mexico 
U)W. The eastern sIoi)e of the K(;( ky 
moinitiiiiis comes within four ot' ti\e 
I)ointw of full condition, and the I'acilir 
coa.st is near the maximum. 

The j)r<)givss of s]iriim |i!< ■witu; lias 
Iven greatly retarile.l )iy i \( e-s of mois- 
ture in the ceiiti;il and si .iitlieru belts. 
The pcirtion pliuited is reported at <W.8 
j)er cent. The averiige of several jirevi- 
OU8 years has been 77 jht cent. The 
ea.stem states reports favorable condi- 
tions for sjiriug work and fair i)rogres,s 
to date. Ill iill the southern sfjites it has 
been delayed by heavy rains, utul later 
bv drougth. which has reudertd plowing 
difiicult and imiH-rfect. 

In the Ohio valley excess of nudsture 
delayed jilowing through March and in- 
terfered with its progress in st)iue places 
(InriiiL; I lie first two weeks of A|iril. The 
work h:is proj^ressed rapidly since, and 
germination lias gcner.illy t>ei ii proeipt. 
In the northwest the sea.son has liei-n 
fa\ (ir.'ible. Spring' work is well ad\ aiiced 
and spring grain (■oniin>;up and growing 
fine]}-. 

An investigation has l>e<'n made of the 
effects of frost on the ^th and (ith of 
May. Telegrams have ht^'U received 
t roui stat«' agents showing that very gen 
oral damage has resulted to strawbf'rries 
and early vegetables; some injury to 
grapes and i herries. and i^eaches to some 
extent. 

In the east and north it was too early 
to injure pears; in the Ohio valley it is 
thought it mav cause dropning of grow 
iuu; fmit. Tlie fruit b<dt of western 
Midiigau is said to have received little 
injnrj' though the damage has been sen 
ons, esi)e<-ially to small fruits and vege- 
tables in other parts of Michigan. 
Neaily all unite in .saying that no in- 
jurj- to tile growing crops has occurre<l. 
A brisk wind and dry air favored the 
New .Jersey orchards, and the loss of 
peaches and apples will not be so serious 
as was feared. The Maryland agent re- 
ports loss of fltrawbertles and early vege- 
tables, with no injnrj to snin and none 
to apfdes, peaches or prams, as men 
tionea. The damage to tas peaoh lH;lt is 
apparently not so serious as was at first 
reported. 

Murdered by Uiifhliindern. 

W.\sHi.N(iT<)S. May 11.— James Marr, 
United States chief Inspector at El Paso, 
Tex., writes to the treasury departinent 
nnder date of El Pas<j, Tex., May 1, 
that a Chinaman, name not given, in 
the employ of tlie United States, had re- 
(•ently been murdered at Paso del Norte, 
Mex.. by Chinese Highbinders. The 
Chinaman was employed by Inspe<'tor 
Marr to assist him in dett ding China- 
men crossing the border from Mexico 
and entering the United States in vi<jia- 
tion of the Chinese exolaaion sot. He 
was a laundryman sodrtsldsdMlIteo 
del Norte in Mexico.

8mall Town Destroy ed by Fire. 

LuuiNOTON, Mich., May 11.— Walker- 
ville, a small town in Ocean iH>unty, the 
terminus of liutlers' aiul Peters' logging 
camp, was almost totally destroyed by 
forest fires yesterday afternoon. The 
hotel, stores, livery barn, saloc)n8 Idack- 
smithshop and all but a few dwellings 
went up in smoke. Five hundred thou- 
■iutd cords of wooil logs were also 
burned. Fires are raging in the woods 
over the countrv and doimr incalculable 
damaae. Kit Zinger's mill at Freesoil 
was dso destroyed oy forest flros. 

Klurdered HU Wife. 
Prri-r.M;(i. May II. — ,Tani»>s .Stewart, 
of ( h i 1 1 1' r>ln)rough, murdert>(l his wife 
Mary, aged lUI, Sat nnhty night. Stewart 
came home drunk at 8api>er time. He 
terrified his wife with curses, and when 
she tried to eecjtpe threw a burning lamp 
at her. The lamp struck her on tlie 
bNSSt, anloding and boming the woman 
so severelv that she died Sunday after 
a night o^ aw ful agony. Stewart was 
bro^lht to Pittsburg and locked up.

Suddenly tw 
of the ll.'ilians sei/-ed him, one on i-ach 
side, and a tliird jilimged a stiletto into 
his bre.i' t and neck. Somtsof the other 
Italians int. I'tereij ati'l saved hbn from 
being murdered oiitrigiit. 

Justice Schiieuriger, of Union Hill, 
who was a witness of the scene, sent for 
a indiceman. but before the messenger 
couM find one Peretti's iii<sailants were 
relea.sed b\' their companions and had 
disa]>i)e:(i( d, runiiinu' in the direction of 
.leisiy City. I'oliceiiian Wrmorel fol- 
loweil them for a short distance, but 
6oi 111 gave lip the clia^e. 

peretti l el used to disclose the name ot 
his as-ailmrs or make any comi'laint 
against them. The We.st-Hobokeu 
]M ilice hol-i that this relieves them from 
any n s])on.si!)ility in the matter, and 
they will not make any effort to captur<' 
the murderous Italians.

The 
dead husband proved to be Winans him- 
self , who had unti»'d him.s^df after t'.e 
r(K)m was darkened and had iijipeared 
a dozen as the deceased relative with 
whom they were anxious to communi- 
cate. The jKilice entered the room at 
the moment of the exposure and com- 
pelle<l Winans to reinrn the money 
which he had rweived from his dnpes.

(ri.KNwouD Si'RiNus, Col., May 11.— 
The exi)ectation of the president that be 
would have a qniet Sabbath at Olen- 
wood Springs was not realised. The 

presidential train arrived here during th 
night and the party remaiui'd on ho.ard 
until 7 o'clock Sunday morninir. when 
large delegations from Denver. Colormlo 
Springs and Pueblo came to escort them 
to the Hotel Glenwood. In the delega- 
tions were Oovemor Rontt, ex-Senators 
Hill and Tabor, C!ongre«<smau Town 
send, Chief Justice Helm. Hon. S. N. 
Allen, of Denver; Mayor Sjirague, of 
Colorado Springs, a Ilelegation from 
Pueblo and a large nnml>er of other jht 
sons from those tnree places. (Joveruor 
Routt stepped forward, and in an in 
formal manner welc( >iued the pr»*sident 
to Colorado and Mavin Hodges, of thi> 
tovm, weUomed lam to (ilenwood 
Springs and presente<i him with an en 
graved plate comiKised of silver and 
gold, bearing the arms of CoIohkIo and 
appropriately iuscrilml. Asi)eu jn-ople 
also i>resenteil the president with a tn-aa- 
tirul silver souvenir l>earing the inscnp- 
tion "Free ('^linage. Honest Money." 

At (ilenwood hot»d the party ha<l 
breakfitst, after which the president and 
ex-Senator Hill took a walk. At 11 
o'clock the pre-ident, Mr. Wanamaker. 
Mrs, McKee, Mrs. Boyd and Mr. Hill at- 
teiide<l the Presbyterian ( huich, and on 
i-oiudusion of the servues the pre^ill^•nt 
returned to his room iu the iiope of i;et- 
ting a little rest. He anticijiated piiss- 
ing the day iu strolling about towu and 
resting, but exciirsiouist>> fn)m Asfien, 
Pueblo, Lead ville and other plaics, oae 
contingent he.ided by a bra.ss band, be- 
gan ixmrin'c into tow n before noon and 
the stre<'ts were so iTowded with jieople 
that till' pi e -ident de< ide<l to forego the 
stroll, and \.-ent to a mass luj-etiiig of 
Sunday schixil children at the oj)era 
house, win e he and Mr. Wanain.iker 
delivere<l aJdrt-ss. 

In this sp. ech President Harrison said 
he came to (ilenwood Springs for rest, 
but he felt he Could not deny himself to 
the large body of friends l>etore him. 
In conclusion he said: ' Meu should 
have one free day in whi<h t^> think 
of their fiiuiilies, of them.sejves, of 
things that are not material but are 
spirituul, I Applause I 1 deisire to ex- 
press from a sincere, earnest heart my 
thanks to yoa all for your kinihiess, giv- 
ing you in return simply the pledge that 

1 will, at <ill times, keep in miud what 
seems to me k) be the true interests of 
the ]M'ople. (.\piilause. I I have no 
thought of '-N'tions; 1 have no thought 
upon any of tliese great public (lUestions 
that d(H-s u j| embra<'e thetiKigy and in- 
terests of all (mr jM-ople, and all our 
states. I Aj.j.'.ause.] 1 believe we shall 
find a coinmo'i interest and safe gi'ound 
uiM)u all the«; great questions by moil- 
eratlng our own views and making re- 
sonabhf and just concessions we shall 
find them all settled wisely and in 
the true ibMrssts of the psopla.

C, \V. .S( hofleld 
and Ko«-ster's i)roi)erty on lot ;{^."» is en- 
tirely eonsum»'d. St<'itheimer 6c Com- 
pany, on the Drown lea,se, lose sixteen 
rigs. Two-thirds of .1, P, Capjieau lejise. 
owned by Prwton and otliera, is in 
ashes. 

At this hour th" fire continues with 
niialialed furv, adv;inc.ing northeasterly 
on lots ;iHl. i{K,'-,, 4'.'() and4'Jl. Another 
furious fire is advancing on Porter 
piimj) station from the south and north- 
west. Hundreds of men are in diU'ereiit 
parts of the field fighting the fire. A 
nigh wind makes their efforts futile. 
The village oi West Kane is threaten. (1 
with desinu!tion. 

Advidces just received from Keating 
Summit, P.i., state that the most dis- 
astrous forest fires known for fifty years 
are raging within a short <li.stanfe of 
Austin, in the immense timber tnwt of 
P. €. & M. W. (T.MMlyear. of this city. 
The fire w;is discovered Sunday morning. 
Thirty milliou feet of timber and thirty 
cords of bark were burned within ten 
miles of the railroad track. Telegraph 
and telephone service is bSdly crippled, 
and it will be impossible to get details 
until to-morrow. 

FOREST FIR ES IN MICHIGAN. 

8«T«rMl Vlllavra Entirely D«iitro]red and

Di TitoiT, .May 11. -Kach .idditioii.il re- 
{Kirt from the region of the forest tire-* 
show that the damage instead of being 
exaggerated Iias been underestimated. 
Morely, Mecosta county, telegraphed 
yesterday that Altona, a small village 
ten miles from there was in ashes. Img 
Rapid, Mecosta county, reports ^t baa 
fires are raging in several places in tiia 
cotmty. A report from Bear Lake, a 
small settlement in the northern part of 
the county, states that several nousea 
were set on fire by sparks blowing in 
from the forest, fully half a mile awav. 
and the people were driven into the Isjie 
for shelter. 

Harrison, the capital of Clare coqnty, 
has bad twenty-four hours of imminent 
danger, and summoned help from dare 
and other viUasea. Clinton, a smdl 
station on the Toledo, Ann Arbor and 
North Michigan railroad, was wiped out 
yesterday afternoon. Wagner & Pierce 
bad two millitm feet of kin, and Hrde 
Brothers one million feet, tnimed. Far- 
well was burned jreaterday, with all the 
hoosss in the setuemMit

Grand Rapids, Mich., May 11.— The 
ChicMo and West Michigan station at 
Shield, near White Clotid, was de- 
stroyed by forest lires Saturday. Eigh- 
teen Chicago and West Michigan freight 
cars were bnmsd at LiDey Junotion. 
At Bightiey, on the Chicago and West 
Michigan, 8,000,000 feet or logs owned 
bv Dimahem, BoHnder A Company, of 
Muskegon, were also destroyed.
